A MAN’S LIFE SAVED 


There is nothing perhaps unusual about this topic, for 
every hour and every day there are human lives saved in 
some way or another; but the thing that so impresses my 
mind about Hugh, age sixty-three, of Chicago, who paid 
his rent through May 2, took care of all of his debts, 
checked his insurance premiums before connecting a hose 
@=: his gas range to the bathroom, and sat down in an 

asy chair to wait suffocation by gas, was that the letter 
he had written to the police commissioner, John Prender- 
gast, giving him directions as to what to do with his body 
which he would find, reached him earlier than he thought, 
and Prendergast rushed to the home just in time to save 
his life. That was indeed great, just to save the man’s 
physical life, but the thought that struck my heart with 
greater force was, Prendergast saved not only a life, but for 
the time being, a soul, and it is hoped the soul will be saved 
forever. Then my mind reflected upon the prayers of 
mothers and fathers, other relatives and pastors, for those 
who were reckless and indifferent toward God and their 
own lives, yet who eventually were overtaken through God’s 
kindness in answering the prayer of these loved ones to be 
snatched as a brand from the burning tortures of hell. 

I think of the wayward young man Torey, who became so 
tired of hearing his mother talk about the Lord Jesus and 
His saving grace and hearing her praying, that he packed 
his things and told his mother he was leaving for good, 
never to return again, that he didn’t want to hear the 

e of Jesus mentioned anymore. She pled with him to no 

ail. Then she walked with him to the old-fashioned 
gate, stood there with tears in her eyes, and said, ‘Now, 
son, when everybody else forsakes you remember that 
mother still loves you and is praying for you, and that 
mother’s God loves you too and cares for you.” The time 
came. Torey had tried many things in his wild adventures 
and was disappointed in all of them. Finally, after spend- 
ing a restless night, he decided he had gone as far as he 
could go and suicide was the only way out. So, he sat down 
upon the edge of the bed, took his revolver out of his suit- 
case, put it to his head, and started to pull the trigger. 
Just then, however, he got a picture of his mother standing 
in the gate and heard her as plainly as on that day, say- 
ing, “Now, son, when everybody else forsakes you, remem- 
ber that mother still loves you and is praying for you and 
that mother’s God loves you too and cares for you.” He 
didn’t pull the trigger, but fell on his knees beside the 
bed and gave his heart to the Lord Jesus. It is useless to 
say that he was soon on his way to his mother who re- 
ceived him gladly, but was really not surprised, either at 
eing him or what had happened to him, because she 

d the assurance that her prayers had been answered 
and was expecting him—from where she didn’t know, but 
from somewhere she knew he was coming home. 

How true to fact this has been with many mothers and 
fathers, and God grant that it will be true in thousands of 
other cases, for there are mothers and fathers whose hearts 
are heavy at this moment; and may I say to you, Take 
courage, keep praying, for prayers are delivered much 
faster than a letter, and God moves much quicker than a 
mayor could possibly move to save not only the physical life 
but the soul as well.

RESTITUTION 


Although restitution is still a very important teaching of 
God’s Word, there is not very much stress being laid on it 
either from the pulpit or through the printed page; but it 
is still one of God’s requirements of those who would fol- 
low Him and be citizens of His kingdom, and the Holy 
Ghost is still dealing with the hearts and minds of those 
who would not only become Christians but commend them- 
selves to the world as those who have been born again, in 
an effort to have them make their crooked paths straight. 
It does not mean that the Lord Jesus will not forgive a 
person before he or she makes restitution, but that person, 
certainly must be willing to do it in order to receive a 
heartfelt Christian experience. 

There was a striking incident in proof of this that oc- 
curred in Los Angeles recently, when Albert Luscumb, 
studying for the ministry at the Fort Wayne, Ind., Bible 
Institute wrote a letter to Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz, of Los 
Angeles, in which he enclosed two money orders, one for 
$5.68 and one for $170.25, as the actual cash and interest 
on the cash that he had taken off a bus driver and from 
a Tarzana feed storeowner. This is a reminder of the fact 
that many ministers, as well as laymen, upon confessing to 
city, state, and federal authority, some who had money to 
repay and others who did not, received leniency and for- 
giveness. God will always help those who undertake to fol- 
low His Son by making crooked paths straight that lie be- 
hind them as they start into the Christian life. Along with 
many other things the Church of God teaches this is one of 
them, as listed in item seventeen, “Restitution where pos- 
sible,” and our scripture reference to support this is Matt. 
3:8, “Bring forth therefore fruits meet for repentance,” 
and Luke 19:8, 9, “And Zacchaeus stood, and said unto the 
Lord; Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I give to the 
poor; and if I have taken any thing from any man by false 
accusation, I restore him fourfold. And Jesus said unto him, 
This day is salvation come to this house, forasmuch as he 
also is a son of Abraham.” 

I fear that restitution is possible more than many people 
consider it to be, and yet to have a conscience void of of- 
fense toward God and man, a person must not only put 
forth every effort possible to pay for that which they have 
come into possession of wrongfully while in sin, but also 
to be very careful about their business relations with their 
fellow man while living the Christian life. It is worth any 
amount of restitution a person could feel called upon to 
make, to have Jesus come into his heart and life, go home 
with him and abide with him.

A BILL FOR MINISTERS 


A bill to benefit ministers in the matter of income tax 
exemptions was introduced in the House of Representatives 
by Mr. Hugh D. Scott, Jr., of Pennsylvania, on April 25. The 
measure would permit a minister of the gospel to exclude 
from the report of his gross income “the rental value of a 
dwelling house and appurtenances thereof furnished ... 
as part of his compensation; or that part of the monetary 
compensation ... which is paid expressly in lieu of furnish- 
ing him a dwelling house, to the extent that such part does 
not exceed the rental value of the dwelling house, and ap- 
purtenances thereof, occupied by such minister. ” 

The bill was referred to the House Committee on Ways 
and Means.—N.A.E. 
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COVER PICTURE 
East Ridge Church of God 

In August, 1949, the East Ridge 
Church of God, in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., was set in order with a mem- 
bership of 105, by our state overseer, 
Brother A. V. Beaube. 

Our pastor, Brother John D. Smith, 
has been a resident of this commu- 
nity all his life. Since he began his 
ministry his heart’s desire has been 
to build a Church of God here. Last 
September he left the Alton Park 
Church of God, with a membership 
of over 300, and came to East Ridge 
with a love for lost souls and faith 
in God to supply his needs. 

Lots had been purchased at Mc- 
Brian and Ringgold Road for the 
church site. It was here our tent was 
erected. For seven months our tent 
protected us from the rain. Oil heat- 
ers and coke drums were used dur- 
ing cold weather. This spot will re- 
main sacred to many of our members, 
for it was there, on sawdust floors, 
they found their Saviour. 

While in the tent our building was 
erected. After much labor by our 
pastor, members, and friends, it was 
completed inside, and we marched 
into the church on the first Sunday 
in March. 

The seating capacity of the audi- 
torium is 600. There is also a pastor’s 
study and lovely Sunday School 
rooms. Our baptistry is behind the 
choir. The building has a thermostat- 
ic-controlled oil furnace. The fluores- 
cent lighting system is built in the 
soundproof ceiling. Our church is 
brick outside, with plastered walls and 
hardwood floors inside. Each stained 
glass window has a memorial plaque. 
The appraised value of the church is 
$60,000. However, the outstanding in- 
debtedness is only $15,000. The L.W.- 
W.B. purchased a Baby Grand piano, 
and the Lady’s Bible Class bought 
wool carpet for the auditorium. Our 
neon sign can be seen from the 41 
Highway. On the right of the church 
we are preparing lots for parking 
space. 

Our Sunday School has grown rap- 
idly. The average attendance at pres- 
ent is 257. Our membership has in- 
creased to 184. We have a daily 
broadcast over WAPO Monday 
through Friday, at 9:15 a. m., and on 
Saturday from 10 till 11 p.m., from the 
auditorium of the church. 

This huge undertaking is a monu- 
ment to what faith in God can do.—

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GREATEST CONVENTION EVER 
ON FORT PAYNE, ALABAMA, 
DISTRICT 


On the night of April 22, 1950, cars, 
trucks, and tractors began driving in- 
to the yard of the beautiful church 
located on Highway 35, on Sand 
Mountain. The church is known as 
the Strait Church of God. 

Services opened with a choir num- 
ber directed by Brother Fred Woods. 
The singing by the choir and special 
singers was some of the best. Prayer 
and shouting of the glory of God was 
heard afar off. We were favored with 
a good number from the Crusader 
Trio, of Dayton, Ohio. A wonderful 
testimony was given by one of our 
old soldiers of the cross, who is loved 
very much, Brother J. M. Hartline. 
Rev. A. V. Coker, pastor of the Pratt 
City Church of God, brought one of 
the best sermons I have ever heard. 
It was straight to the point. Sunday 
morning services began with good 
singing and prayer. As this was also 
decoration day at the church, services 
were under the direction of our be- 
loved brother, J. M. Hartline. 

In church our devotional service 
was under the direction of Rev. T. B. 
Wessen, pastor of the Highway Church. 
Our beloved state overseer, Rev. W. E. 
Johnson, brought the morning mes- 
sage on missions. Fort Payne District 
is made up of. rural churches, and 
last. fall the crops were a failure. 
From the looks of things, it seemed as 
though we would not have a good 
mission offering. We received the 
best floor offering ever for missions, 
$135.06 Then our wonderful district 
overseer, A. J. Phillips, who takes no 
defeat, went out, bought a load of 
pigs and went about giving them out 
to rural churches who would feed one. 
When the hogs were sold and the pigs 
paid for, there was a profit of $642.49. 
The total mission offering was $857.49, 
which was more than double last year. 
The pastors on the district helped to 
put the program over wonderfully. 

There was dinner for everyone who 
wanted it, for these people really 
bring in the filled baskets. Afternoon 
services were wonderful, with plenty 
of old time singing and shouting, and 
each church reported wonderful prog- 
ress. When we were being dismissed 
and the people were leaving, or talk- 
ing about the greatest district con- 
vention they had ever attended, one 
sister was the happiest of them all. 
Why? Because she had prayed for 


more than thirty years for a Church 
of God in her community. Just one 
week before, that church was set in 
order and had a mission offering, 
though just one week old, of $2.33. 
This sister was truly happy. 

As the hundreds came out of the 
church, she and her group were wait- 
ing for the truck to pick them up for 
their return trip home. I shook her 
hand and she bade me Godspeed. I 
turned, walked a few feet away, and 
then heard the scream of brakes. 2 
turned to see a car with three drunk- 
en boys leave the highway into the 
churchyard. They ran over and killed 
two precious saints of God, Sister Ivey 
Chandler and Sister Maude McCurdy, 
the one who had prayed over thirty 
years for a Church of God in her 
community. She was a member there 
one week, at the High Point Church 
of God. Sister Ivey Chandler was laid 
to rest Monday, April 24, at Old Sar- 
dis. Sister Maude McCurdy’s last tri- 
butes were paid near her home. Hun- 
dreds were there, and it was wonder- 
ful to see one lady hold her hands 
toward heaven and repent and shout 
victory. That’s the way Sister Maude 
McCurdy would have liked it—J. W. 
Bunn, Pastor, Fort Payne, Ala.

Dear Friends: 

This month let us take you through 
our past week’s activities in the South. 
The district pastor and I visited 23 
churches, held 13 services, and dedi- 
@:2 5 new buildings. We traveled 

over 350 miles by car, 50 miles horse- 
back, and walked over 10 miles. We 
feel so encouraged over the good con- 
dition and progress of the work there 
that we want to share it with you. 

Thursday morning, April 13, we 
drove about 40 miles from Cayes, 
headquarters of our work in the South, 
and left the car at Arniquet. From 
there we rode horseback over an hour 
and arrived at one of the neatest little 
church buildings I’ve seen in Haiti. 
This building, at Chateau, exists be- 
cause of the aid of the Mt. Vernon, 
Tll., Church of God. The preacher and 
his family are carpenters by trade and 
have done a splendid job. 

We then continued horseback over 
another hour and arrived at Morasse, 
where we have bought used tin and 

ave the roof finished on the church 

uilding under construction. After a 
very good service, we started walking, 
about 6 p.m., to the next church, at 
Bonnet. The mountain trail was slip- 
pery and steep, and to add to the dif- 
ficulty our flashlight batteries burned 
out. However, two and a half hours 
later we arrived, to find over 150 peo- 


ple singing and testifying. The Lord 
met with us, and we had a blessed 
service. We finally got to bed—on our 
air mattresses—about midnight. 
There is not space to describe each 
day’s activities, but they were much 
the same—a few minutes by car, plus 
several hours by horseback or walk- 
ing, and stopping along the way at 
two or three places for services where 
some faithful members were waiting. 
We lettered several signs and took 
pictures of five new church buildings 
which have just been finished. They 
were constructed with the aid of the 
Church of God at Mt. Vernon, Ill. (2 
buildings); Carrier Mills, Ill.; River- 
side, Ga.; and Sister Townsend, a 
member of the Riverside, Ga., Church. 
At Canon there are 36 members in 
great need of a building. They are now 
having services under a brush arbor, 
and the rainy season is next month. I 
found them in the midst of a revival, 
with the Evangel spreading rapidly in 
their community. Their preacher lives 
in another place but walks over 4 
hours 3 times a week for services. (He 
receives two dollars a month aid from 
the Mission Board). They have found 
a house partially constructed for sale. 
One of the brothers has some grass 
growing on his property which we can 
use for the roof. This building could be 
completed within one month from the 
time they receive money for it. With 





the aid of one hundred dollars, the 
members in each of the following 
country places can build a church: 
Canon, Liclaire, Laforce, Berrett, Bou- 
mier, Laplante, and Nouvelle Tour- 
raine. Maybe your church would like 
to take one of these places as a pro- 
ject. We appreciate Brother Johnnie 
Owens, who this last year raised 
money for 9 church buildings in 
Haiti. 

As I’m writing this I am sitting in a 
straw-covered hut watching 9 brothers 
and 2 sisters working on their building 
at L’Acul. One sister is leading a 
donkey loaded with bags of sand, while 
the other is helping hold them on. The 
materials being used were bought 
with money sent by the members of 
the Riverside, Ga., Church of God, 
who requested that we name this 
building the “Watson Memorial” in 
honor of their pastor and his wife.

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GOD’S CHRONOLOGY 


Gen. 1:1, “In the beginning God 
created the heaven and the earth.” 

He created the sun, moon, and 
stars, and the fourth day was put 
into action. 

*? On the sixth day, God created man 
in His own image and breathed into 
him the breath of life, and man be- 
came a living soul. 

On the seventh day, God rested 
from all His works. Adam, of course, 
rested with Him. This was the crea- 
tive week. 

On the first day of the week, Adam 
stepped out on the platform of duty, 
and God left the business with him 
and went away. God, of course, ad- 
vised him just what to do on the day 
of rest, and told him not to eat of 
the tree of the knowledge of good and 
evil, which if he did he would die. 

As Adam came down the line of 
life, he met with several conflicts, at 
which he probably staggered; but at 
last he came to the end of his jour- 
ney and died, the length of his life 

eing 334,800 days, or 930 years. He 

@rrcica 25,200 days living one thou- 
sand years. 

Noah marks the beginning of the 
second thousand years. He lived 180,- 
000 days, or 500 years, before the 
flood. God employed Noah to build 
the ark, and he built it in 36,000 days, 
which was 100 years. He lived after 
the flood 126,000 days, or 350 years. 
So Noah lived 950 years, and Nimrod 
demonstrated his weakness and sim- 
plicity in the last 50 years, which 
made the whole one thousand years. 

Abraham lived 36,000 days, or 100 
years, and God gave him that miracu- 
lous son Isaac, who lived 21,600 days, 
or 60 years. And God gave Isaac two 
sons, Jacob and Esau, and Jacob went 
down into Egypt at the request of his 
son Joseph. When the king asked him 
his age, he said, “The days of the 

ears of my pilgrimage are an hun- 
dred and thirty years.” 

Jacob was the father of the twelve 
patriarch’s, who were Reuben, Sime- 
on, Levi, Judah, Zebulun, Issachar, 
Dan, Gad, Naphtali, Asher, Joseph, 
and Benjamin. While Joseph was in 
Egypt God gave him two sons, who 
were Ephraim and Manasseh. These 
Jacob said were his sons. That would 
make the patriarchs fourteen instead 
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of twelve. All the time that Israel 
lived in Egypt was 430 years to a day. 
When Israel came out of Egypt, it was 
by the hand of Moses, and they wan- 
dered in the wilderness 40 years and 
soon settled in the land of Canaan. 

When Boaz married Ruth, the 
Moabitish widow, this designated the 
beginning of the Messianic reign, 
which ended at 4,000 years A.M., at 
which time Christ was born. At the 
end of 4,000 years the number of days 
were 1,440,000. 

Jesus came on the.scene at the be- 
ginning of the fifth thousand year, 
and lived for 11,880 days, or 33 years, 
making a total of 1,451,880 days. 
These were called the last days of 
Jesus. God spoke by Him 1,600 verses 
of scripture, which is the Word of 
God. The total number of verses in 
the New Testament is 7,956. After this 
He went back to His Father, and the 
prophet Hosea says, “I will return to 
my place until they acknowledge their 
offence and seek my face. In their 
affliction they will seek me early.” In 
Hosea 6:1-3, the prophet said, “Come, 
and let us return unto the Lord: for 
he hath torn, and he will heal us; 
he hath smitten, and he will bind us 
up. After two days he will revive us: 
and in the third day he will raise us 
up, and we shall live in his sight. 
Then shall we know, if we follow on 
to know the Lord: his going forth is 
prepared as the morning; and he 
shall come unto us as the rain, as the 
latter and former rain unto the 
earth.” 

Jesus went away to stay two days. 
That was the first and second thou- 
sand years after the cross He went 
away to come again after two days. 
At the end of the thousand years, 
Satan is to be bound. “And I saw an 
angel come down from heaven, hav- 
ing the key to the bottomless pit and 
a great chain in his hand. And he 
laid hold on the dragon, that old 
serpent which is the Devil, and Satan, 
and bound him for a thousand years,” 
Rev. 20:1,2. This is the thousand 
years that Jesus is to reign on the 
earth, after the tribulations are all 
over arid peace and quietude reign. 
When Satan was bound, John said, 
“T saw thrones and they that sat up- 
on them, and judgment was given 


unto them.” Now Jesus promised the 
disciples, saying, “Ye which have fol- 
lowed me, in the regeneration when 
the Son of man shall sit in the throne 
of his glory, ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel,” Matt 19:28. John said, 
“I saw the souls of them that were 
beheaded for the witness of Jesus, 
and for the word of God, and which 
had not worshipped the beast, neither 
his image, neither had received his 
mark upon their foreheads, or in their 
hands; and they lived and reigned 
with Christ a thousand years. But the 
rest of the dead lived not again until 
the thousand years were finished,” 
Rev. 20:4,5. Then it is said, “Blessed 
and holy is he that hath part in the 
first resurrection: on such the sec- 
ond death hath no power, but they 
shall be priests of God and of Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thousand 
years,” Verse 6. 

It is clear to see that all the days 
from Adam to the white throne judg- 
ment are 7,000 years, and at the white 
throne judgment, John says, “I saw 
a new heaven and a new earth: for 
the first heaven and the first earth 
were passed away; and there was no 
more sea,” Rev. 21:1. 

All the days from Adam to the end 
of the sixth thousand year are 2,160,- 
000 days, and this is the time of the 
great tribulation. This tribulation is 
not the end of the world, but it is the 
clearing away of sin and the devil in 
order that Jesus may have a quiet and 
peaceful reign for a thousand years. 
And all the days from Adam till the 
end of the seventh thousand year are 
2,520,000 days. At that time God says 
we will not need the sun nor the moon 
any more, for God Himself and the 
Lamb are the Light. Now this is the 
New Jerusalem which comes down at 
the end of the seven thousand years, 
to light up the new world wherein 
dwelleth righteousness. 

God’s calendar is 360 days to the 
year. The sun makes its revolution of 
360 degrees a day, and makes it 360 
times every year. A day is 24 hours, 
or 1,440 minutes or 86,000,000 seconds. 
Then God gave us a week, which is 
seven days. He gave us 12 months in 
one year, with 30 days to each month,

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The Backslider’s Lamentation

Text: “The joy of our heart is 
ceased; our dance is turned into 
mourning,” Lam. 5:15. 


The plaintive wail, the lament of 
the backslider, is heard everywhere. 
You hear them on the street, down at 
the altar rail in an effort to stage a 
comeback to God, on dying beds, in 
hospitals and homes; 
the sad story as it falls from dying 
lips: “Oh, if only I had held on to 
God a little longer, I could cross the 
river unafraid. Now I must go without 
hope of heaven, to face a sin avenging 
God. All is dark before me.” How it 
makes the soul of man quiver to hear 
words like these from the lips of a 

ying loved one. Yet, someone must 
hear words like these every day as 
some dear soul passes into eternity 
without hope of God. 

My text speaks very plainly the 
feelings of backslidden Israel: “The 
joy of our heart is ceased; our dance 
is turned into mourning.” Nobody 
knows better than the writer the 
desolate feelings of a backslidden soul. 
He was once a backslider, wandering 
far from the fold of God. The past 
growled at him like a mad dog, the 
future was as black as a moonless 
midnight. My daily thought was, 
“What have I to live for?” And, yet, I 
was afraid to die. At one time I al- 
most summed up enough courage to 
commit suicide by hanging. On the 
verge of my despair a sweet, soft 
voice spoke to me, saying, “Yes, and 
if you do you'll go to hell.” That was 
all He said. That was all He needed 
to say. I heeded that voice, and today 
I live to tell the story of the prodigal 
who came back home to God. 

Life without God, having once 
known Him, is as empty as a vacuum 
tank, as barren as a desert, as cold 
as an icehouse at the North Pole, 
and as forsaken as a deserted mine. 
This is the sum and substance of all 
backsliders’ testimonies. 

It would be fine if the fantastic 
claims of the “once saved, always 
saved” theorists were true. They 
admit the possibility of backsliding, 
but sometime and somewhere before 
you die you will come home, they say, 
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you can hear . 


and even if you should get killed you 
can get, as they claim, “forgiveness 
from the stirrup to the ground, rec- 
lamation at the bat of the eye.” This 
is not supported by the Scriptures. 
The Bible tells us, “The wicked shall 
be turned into hell, and all the na- 
tions that forget God.” Psalm 9:17. 
This goes for individuals, too. Judas, 
once invested with divine powers to 
preach, heal, and bless, sold his Lord 
and Master for “thirty pieces of. sil- 
ver,” and the last we hear of him he 
was hanging from a limb in Pot- 
ter’s field, a victim of suicide. If all 
the stories behind suicides were 
known and could be told, most of 
them, if not all, would lead back to 
a place and time where those indi- 
viduals said good-by to their knowl- 
edge of God and their experience with 
Him, and went their own way. 


A great lesson is to be learned in 
the life of Saul, the Old Testament 
Saul, who was moved in his early life 
by the Holy Spirit of God, who stood 
head and shoulders above his fellow 
man, and who was chosen of God as 
a leader of Israel through a prophet 
of God. He disobeyed God and chose 
to use his own judgment in the sav- 
ing of the oxen and sheep and the 
sparing of Agag’s life. The Spirit of 
God left him and an evil spirit be- 
gan to trouble him. He prayed and 
fasted in his effort to get back to God, 
but the heavens were brass—he could 
get no answer. The last we hear of 
him, he was lying wounded on a 
battlefield, his life slowly ebbing from 
his body. His three boys lay around 
him, cold in death. We see him as he 
rises in one last effort to end it all 
and falls on his own sword. Another 
sad end of a poor backslider. 

If I were to draw from my personal 
experiences of backsliders who died 
out of the ark of safety, I could fill 
every Evangel for the next month 
with their sad stories. If all the min- 
isters who represent the Master’s 
cause could tell their experiences of 
such men, it would take a great li- 
brary to contain their reports. I know 
it is a little unfair to take too much 
room in the Evangel, but these two 


short stories tell much truth in a few 
words, truths that need knowing. I 
stood by the bedside of a poor dying 
boy and listened to some of his 6 
words. This boy had had a gloriou 

experience with God—saved, sancti- 
fied, and filled with the Holy Ghost. 
Hear him as I repeat his last words, 
“Preacher, I’m dying, lost and dying,” 
and as tears fell on his pallid cheeks, 
he continued, “Once I knew God and 
was so happy with Him. Now I’m 
dying without Him, lost, forever lost!” 
His death was too terrible for words. 


I recall with very poignant memory 
this incident of a man who once had a 
bright experience with God. He care- 
lessly drifted away from the Lord and 
finally began drinking to drown his 
sorrows. His home troubles grew 
greater and greater. I met him one 
Sunday afternoon coming down the 
highway. He stopped me and began 
to curse. When I told him I was a 


minister, he told me, “There is “*® a 
hell.” The Holy Spirit moved m 


strongly to say to him, “If you don’t 
stop the way you’re going, you’ll be 
in hell before tomorrow night.” He 
started to fight me, and I told him, 
“God have mercy upon your poor 
soul.” I walked through his blood on 
my way home from church that night. 
He had been struck down dead on the 
right side of the highway, and a 
puddle of his blood covered about 
sixteen square feet of the road and 
shoulder of the road. His soul had 
fled to meet his Maker. 


Christian living is held in very low 
esteem by most professors of Chris- 
tianity. To them life with Christ is 
sinning every day, ‘more or less,” 
they say, and most of them more than 
less. At night they say their prayers 
of repentance and Jesus wipes them@ 
all away. Such a life is a mockery and 
bare evidence of a backslidden life. 
One such character argued with me 
for an hour or more one day that he 
got his forgiveness for the sins he 
committed that day, that he never 
went to sleep that night until God 
had forgiven him. I said, “That’s fine, 
but what if you should happen to 
get killed about dinner time some 
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day, what would happen to you then? 
He hung his head in deep thoughtful- 
ness, and said, “I’d never thought of 
that.” Many white people are about 
as foolish in their religious life as 
the negro who was asking forgive- 
ness for stealing the white man’s 
chickens, and said, “And now, Lawd, 
I might as well to ask yo’ to forgive 
me for dem chickens I’se gwine to 
get tomorrow night.” 


One great consolation Jesus offers 


@rr to the backslider is that there 


is pardon and forgiveness when they 
come back to God. The story of the 
prodigal son has gone out from the 
pulpits of our lands thousands of 
times. Our Father is pictured with 
outstretched hands waiting to wel- 
come the poor backslider back home. 
This incident very aptly pictures the 
welcome our heavenly Father has for 
the backslider. A young fellow ran 
away from home, leaving his widowed 
mother to struggle on as best she 
could without his help. Several years 
elapsed as he continued to roam 
farther away from his mother and 
home. But a mother’s prayers will 
circle the globe and reach her son 
wherever he may be. This boy be- 
gan to long for his mother and home. 
He sat down and wrote his mother a 
tter, which read in part, “Mom, I’ll 
e riding the freight on Friday.” He 
rode and rode, the old freight kept 
clipping off the miles between him 
and home. Monday morning he awoke 
and looked out the empty boxcar. The 
scenery was familiar; the barn on the 
hillside with the silo and the swim- 
ming hole below the trestle flashed 
by as the train rumbled across; the 
scope of pines—just beyond he knew 
was the cut. On the hillside stood the 
little shack called home. His eyes were 
pinned on the scope of woods; his 
whole body shook with excitement 
and expectation. The clearing and 
the cut came into view. On the hill- 
side stood the shack, but he couldn’t 
see it for the white clothes on the 
line. He got a little nearer and there 
on the bank stood his aging mother 
ith another sheet, waving it for all 
he was worth. His heart throbbed 
with gladness when she told him, 
“Son, I was afraid you wouldn’t see 
just a sheet, so I filled the whole line 
full, and just in case you might not 
see them, I got out and waved one 
myself. I wanted you to know. your 
old mother welcomed her son’s re- 
turn home with all her heart.” 


Dear Evangel reader, you who are 
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backslidden, or are on the verge of 
backsliding, I wish to tell you that 
God has hung out every white sheet 
in heaven, so to speak, to welcome 
you home. Jesus stands on the brink 
between time and eternity waving 
His big white sheet of love, beckon- 
ing you to hop off the “hell-bound 
train” and return to God. Why don’t 
you come home? You will be just as 
welcome as the flowers in May at 
Father’s house. The calf is so fat he 
can hardly live. There’s a new pair of 
shoes in God’s closet for’ you. The 
“best robe” is in God’s wardrobe for 
you. God’s ring of love is ready to 
adorn your hand. If you want to 
start a “camp meeting” in heaven, 
COME HOME. You who are on the 
verge of backsliding, of giving up and 
quitting, heed this moral: DON’T DO 
IT! 

With this concluding thought I take 
you for one last glance at my text: 
“The joy of our heart is ceased; our 
dance is turned into mourning.” 
These short words tell a lifetime of 
misery, an eternity of woe. The ex- 
pectation of the backslider is hell, 
unless he returns to God; hell, with 
all its torment and anguish and pain, 
and with it the bitter memories of 
paradise lost, with all of its glories. 
What has a man to live for, with a 


sad, backslidden, God-deserted heart, 
and in that heart seven devils more 
vile than the first, abiding, torment- 
ing the soul to death, while yet he 
lives? I can’t find words to describe 
or picture this condition. If I had 
command of intelligence enough to 
use every word in Webster’s Diction- 
ary, I still would have words inade- 
quate to describe it. Your only hope, 
poor backslider, is to take the old 
Cross Road back home. It is open for 
you. It is your avenue of escape. Take 
it now; take it today. Tomorrow will 
be too late. Let happiness come back 
into your heart. Make the angels 
happy and make me happy by writ- 
ing and telling me you’ve come back 
to God.

DIVORCE IN CANADA 
DECREASES 


For the second successive year there has 
been a gratitying decline in the number of 
divorces in Canada. In 1949 there were 5,911 
divorces granted in the Dominion, which was 
2,228 fewer than the peak year of 1947 and 
970 fewer than in 1948. In Ontario the num- 
ber of divorces dropped to 2,373 in 1949, which 
was 734 less than in the previous year and 
1,128 below 1947. In 1949 there was one divorce 
in Canada for every 2,228 people in the 
country. This compares with one divorce for 
— in 1948 and one for every 1,531 
in 7. 


LIQUOR INCREASES CRIME 

CHICAGO—Official records show startling 
increases in crime rate, admissions of alcohol- 
ics to mental hospitals, women sentenced to 
federal prison, and dependent children 
throughout the U.S.A. since 1934, according 
to Government data just assembled by the 
American Businessmen’s Research Founda- 
tion of this city. 

The Foundation points out that the latest 
offical data released by the Bureau of Census 
and the Department of Commerce show: A 
266% increase in dependent families from 
1932 to 1947. A 32% increase in the F.B.I 
record of violent crime rate. A 52% increase 
in women sentenced to federal prisons. A 
73% increase in hospital admissions of al- 
coholics without psychosis. A 272% increase 
in the number of de ee a in

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F.D.R.’S POLITICAL DEBT PAID 
IN TAYLOR’S APPOINTMENT 


CHICAGO—The Chicago Tribune has di- 
vulged that Franklin D. Roosevelt appointed 
his Vatican envoy to pay a politcial debt to 
the late Cardinal Mundelein of Chicago. The 
Washington correspondent of the ribune, 
one Walter Trohan, said that the late New 
Deal President appointed Mr. Taylor in pay- 
ment of a political debt to the Cardinal for 
aid to Mr. Roosevelt in his third term race. 

When the Tribune came out with the arti- 
cle, Rev. Thomas a Meehan, the editor of New 
World, an official Roman Catholic weekly 
of the Chicago archdiocese, wrote a long let- 
ter denying the allegation. But Trohan, the 
Washington correspondent of the Tribune, 
who is himself a Catholic, stuck to his guns. 

He said he went with Myron Taylor, as 
Roosevelt’s personal envoy, to the Vatican 
in 1939, and he was with Mr. Taylor when 
he presented his credentials to the Pope. He 
said that the appointment was in repayment 
of Roosevelt’s debt to Cardinal Mundelein and 
that this was the common knowledge in 
Taylor’s official party and was stated as a 
fact by the members of the legation and 
consular staff in Rome, and it was well 
known and commented upon by the White 
House staff.

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Resolutions Adopted by the Eighth Annual Convention 
of the National Association of Evangelicals 
In session at Indianapolis, Indiana, April 21, 1950 


I. EVANGELISM 


The National Association of Evangelicals in 
its Eighth Annual Convention, taking note of 
the great interest shown in the present-day 
evangelistic campaigns conducted in various 
sections of our country, campaigns conducted 
with evident blessings— 

Expresses its gratitude to God for crowning 
the effort of His servants with His indispen- 
sable favor and for the unmistakable evidence 
that in these days of darkness and unbelief 

e gospel of Christ is a power of God unto 

Ivation to everyone that believes— 
Urges its constituent churches, and all 
churches loving the only gospel which leads 
to God, to consider earnestly their calling and 
opportunity in such a time as this to call the 
people of our generation back to the triune 
God and His infallible Word and to do all in 
their power to lift up Jesus Christ as the 
Saviour of the world before the eyes of men 
and women now walking in the darkness of 
unbelief, 

The National Association of Evangelicals, 
furthermore, urges the churches to devise 
such ways and means for principle evange- 
lism which are best suited to the needs of 
their particular communities. The NAE, ac- 
cording to its formulated policy, is a service 
organization called into being to serve all 
evangelical churches, offers its facilities for 
the promotion of true evangelism, and declares 
its readiness to serve churches or groups of 
churches with advice, and such other help it 
is able to give in inaugurating evangelistic 
campaigns. The NAE authorizes its Com- 
mission on Evangelism to so serve the church- 
es. 










Il, COMMUNISM 


WHEREAS, the shadow of a “cold war’ con- 
tinues to creep over the entire world; 
WHEREAS, men’s hearts are failing them for 









fear; 
Ww this conflict is the result of an 
atheistic, materialistic philosophy known as 
ommunism; 
We, as evangelical Christians, desire to re- 
rd our convictions. We regard ‘with profound 
aversion and alarm the march of Communism 
in other lands and the encroachments of 
Communism in our own country. We hold 
the underlying Communistic philosophy of 
atheistic materialism to be fundamentally 
false and the tactics of Communism to be 
ethicaliy irresponsible. We, therefore, insist 
that Communism and Christianity are com- 
pletely irreconcilable; and we repudiate all 
torms of Communism. 


Ill, SEPARATION OF CHURCH AND STATE 


WHEREAS, we Evangelicals desire again to 
affirm our unqualified commitment to the 
principle of separation of church and state as 
guaranteed by the Constitution of the United 
States of America and upheld by our best 
traditions, be it 

RESOLVED, that the National Association 
of Evangelicals views with grave concern the 
militant and aggressive tactics of the Roman 
Cath-lic hierarchy within and upon our 
government, our system of public education, 
upon local and state public affairs in various 
areas of our country, and in the international 
relationship of our country. 

We are particularly concerned about the 
interference of the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
in local and state public affairs, and we chal- 
lenge, as well as regret, the insistence of the 
hierarchy which is constantly seeking to in- 
vade the area of public taxation in order to 
@:*: its institutions and certain phases of 
















program. The constant campaigning within 
e various states to place laws upon the 
tatute books entitling its parochial schools, 
their staffs and pupils to certain privileges 
which involve the expenditure of public tax 
funds—such as transportation of par 

school children in busses, .the furnishing of 
textbooks, and social services involving meals, 
medical attention, and other items, all of 
which must be paid out of public tax funds; 
the employment of ecclesiastically garbed nuns 
and priests in public schools—illustrated in 
such states as New Mexico and Colorado—to- 
gether with great political pressure upon the 
two major parties of our country, wherever 
possible, to force further privileges on behalf 
of Roman Catholic institutions and personnel, 
all indicate the wide assault made upon our 
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American free institutions to bend them in 
the direction of according the Roman Catholic 
Church special sectarian privileges at public 
expense. We urge all political parties in the 
various states to stay clear of such involve- 
ments and to function in defense of our 
American tradition of freedom in separation 
of church and state, disallowing the humani- 
tarianism which would render the principle 
valueless and, in time, the various states 
subject to an obligation to support the sectar- 
ian objectives of the Roman Catholic Church. 

We also regard with grave concern the ten- 
year illegal “‘ambassadorship” of the Vatican 
which still exists on paper, despite President 
Truman’s acceptance of the resignation of 
Myron C. Taylor. We demand, in the interests 
of separation of church and state, that the 
last vestiges of this sectarian political privilege 
be abolished now and forever. 


IV. RESOLUTION ON i Sepoets AND PUBLIC 


WHEREAS, the Bs public school system of 
the United States is today our most potent 
agency for society’s control of developing 
character; and 

WHEREAS, this agency has historically been 
free from federal domination through clearly 
defined state control; and 

WHER , increasing trends toward federal 
statism now threaten to capture the American 
public school through proposed legislation 
which provides federal subsidies to public 
education; and 

WHEREAS, certain religious interests are 
vigorously promoting provisions in such legis- 
lation for the financial benefit of religious 
educational institutions, contr: to the 
American principle of separation of church 
and state; Now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, that the National Association 
of Evangelicals declare: (1) its unqualified op- 
position to any plan of federal subsidy for 
public education, which jeopardizes the con- 
trol of public education by the states, and 
(2) especially the inclusion directly or in- 
directly, of private or religious educational 
programs or institutions in the benefits of 
such subsidies, and (3) accordingly, we de- 
clare our support of the principle of separation 
of church and state as embodied in the Barden 
Bill, and oppose such legislative proposals 
—— the principle, such as the Thomas 


And, 

FURTHER, in line with the foregoing reso- 
lution, we likewise declare our opposition to 
the political involvement and the confusion 
of church and state resulting from the dis- 
bursement of public funds to private or 
church institutions of any character, and 
recommend that these political and sectarian 
evils be avoided by increasing the deductable 
income tax allowance for contributions, when 
such are directed to such agencies of general 
welfare as hospitals and educational institu- 
tions. 

V. SCHOOL TEXTS AND PRACTICES 


WHEREAS, by legislative enactment and 
court decisions the thorough-going secularism 
of | sees education is now clearly established, 
an 

WHEREAS, the prevailing interpretation of 
freedom of worship and conscience in our de- 
mocracy rigidly guards the right to unbelief 
— religious instruction; Now, therefore, 

e 


RESOLVED, that the National Association 
(1) declares the equal right of religious belief 
to protection against the teachings of atheism 
and unbelief, and (2) calls for a nation-wide 
protest against anti-Christian and immoral 
teaching in tax-supported educational insti- 
tutions, both by teacher and text-books; and 

WHEREAS, many textbooks in use at every 
educational level are clearly materialistic, 
Communistic, and anti-Christian, we therefore 
declare our support of the effort of the Un- 
American Activities Committee of the House 
of Representatives and similar state bodies 
to deal with the problem according to de- 
mocratic principles. 

FURTHERMORE, on democratic principles 
which safeguard the right of minorities in 
matters of conscience, we protest the grow- 
ing trend toward sanction, and, in some in- 
stances, promotion and compulsion by the 
public school of social and amusement practic- 
es, which are morally objectionable to evange- 


nen Christians generally. We desire, 

RTHER, to record our deep gratitude to 
tnt great army of teachers in the public and 
private schools who are devoted and loyal to 
our high Christian and American ideals 


VI. RESOLUTION ON FAIR EMPLOYMENT 
PRACTICES LEGISLATION 


The National Association of Evangelicals 
favors fair employment practices for both 
labor and employer. We are for equal oppor- 
tunities for loyal American citizens of all 
races, religious beliefs, and political views. We 
believe that proper legislation can assist in 
the promotion of fair practices. But we have 
the firm conviction that the current FEPC 
legislation support by the national adminis- 
tration is unworthy of the support of true 
Americans and evangelical Christians because: 
(1)it is class legislation; (2) it will encourage 
rule by minorities; (3) it will make for coer- 
cion, intimidation and provocaturing; (4) i 
will create social friction and ill feeling; ( 
it will give political bureaucracy another io 
strument of terrorism; (6) it will open every 
business to the inroads of Communism and 
Roman Catholicism; and (7) it will imperil 
the freedom of integrity of many Protestant 
organizations and institutions. We urge all 
members of our constituency to oppose this 
legislation. 


VII. SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 


The National Association of Evangelicals 
favors, along with other humanitarians in 
America, the long-range program of the 
American Medical Association for the improve- 
ment of the public health and medical services 
of the nation. 

However, as Christians we fear the infringe- 
ment of our liberties and therefore oppose the 
currently proposed program for the nation of 
compulsory health insurance, which would 
collect new taxes, control the money, de- 
termine the services, set the rates, maintain 
the recoras, and control not only the Ameri- 
can medical profession, but hospital—both 
public and private—dentistry, nursing and 
allied professions. We believe such a program 
as the CHI would inevitably lead to (1) de- 
terioration of medical education, training, 
and research; (2) degeneration of medical 
standards and medical care; (3) a steady de- 
cline of the people’s health and the undue 
encouragement of hypocondriacs; (4) a 
stronger political bureaucracy; (5) an undue 
burden on the national treasury; and (6) 
eventual socialism and totalitarianism. 


VIII. RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION 


WHEREAS, there has lately been called to 
our attention the inexcusable stoning of Prot- 
estants in Italy; 

WHEREAS, persecution is daily condoned or 
permitted by the Spanish Government; 

WHEREAS, there is a continuing of clerical 
and political persecution in certain American 
countries such as the late incidents in 
Columbia placed before the U.S. Senate and 
State Department; 

WHEREAS, in nearby Quebec a mob has this 
month wrecked a Protestant chapel; we there- 
fore, 

DECLARE, that we stand unalterably for re- 
ligious freedom for all to worship and to 
propagate their faith, and urge our Govern- 
ment to file complaints against such perse- 
cution and violation of basic freedoms. 


IX. FREE ENTERPRISE 


WHEREAS, Evangelicals are aware that our 
republic is grounded in the belief that the 
right to govern lies within the individual 
himself, and must not be regimented by the 
Government or by the omnipresent state—on 
which belief America must stand or fall. 

WHEREAS, Evangelicals are aware that the 
great principle of free, private, individual as- 
sociation is peculiarly American; 

WHEREAS, Evangelicals recognize that 
Christ stressed the dignity of the individual 
and the glory of God and nowhere suggested 
that individual souls could be merged into a 
super-colossal collectivized soul; 

WHE , Evangelicals recognize that good 
things come out of a man’s heart only when 
cleansed (regenerated) by the saving faith in 
Christ and not out of a good council, a good 
planning board, nor a good tax; be it, there- 


that we commend John T. 
Flynn on his book, "The Road Ahead,” in its 
general principles. 

We insist that there be no abridgement of 
the Bill of Rights under such catchwords or 
phrases as “the community before the indivi- 
dual,” “production for use and not for profit,” 
and the like, but that our freedom of worship, 
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of assembly, of press, of our choice of occu- 
pation and pose of work, of our right to con- 
tract, be adhered to strictly. 

ehdorse competitive free enterprise and 
private ownership and urge that abuses result- 
ing, not from the system but from man’s con- 
dition as a sinner, be constantly corrected. 


X. PRIVATE PROPERTY 


Recognizing the fact that many are ignorant 
of the true foundations on which the demo- 
cratic way of life must rest, which ignorance 
has occasioned a false philosophy, to wit, that 
the ownership of private property is immoral 
and dangerous; and that human rights can be 
disassociated from property; and 

Recognizing that at present there is a 
prevalent tendency on the part of many to 
stake their hope and security in a collectivistic 
scheme, such as Socialism and Communism, 
= N.A.E, declares: 

. That all systems, economic, social, and 

political, must be judged by and made to

RESOLVED, by the National Association of 
Evangelicals, that we favor the principle of the 
ownership of private property and call all 
men to a return to virtue, honor, honesty, 
and moral integrity as basic principles in 
government, in society and in individual lives. 


XI. MORAL INTEGRITY 

WHEREAS, there is evident a decline in the 
ethical standards practised in places of high 
authority, and lack of moral courage; 

, there is evident a lack of ‘integri- 
ty, bad judgment, ignorance, and gullibility 
which has underminded our influence and 
prestige among the nations; 

WHEREAS, that quality of greatness which 
admits mistakes is noticably lacking; 

WHEREAS, Evangelicals must always stand 
unfalteringly for Christ, pressing the claims of

cerity; 

WHEREAS, this lack of | integrity is seen in 
an unbalanced budget, “an unrequited af- 
fection for an easy way out, the way of debt”;

WHEREAS, the legalized liquor industry is 
one of the ewongut enemies of the moral, 
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spiritual, political, and economic life of our

RES ED, by the National Association of 
Evangelicals in Convention assembled at In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, this 2lst day of April, 
1950, that 
We endorse all movements that seek to curb 
this nefarious traffic; and at 
We call upon the pe gy of the United 
States to pass the Langer Bill that would 
prohibit advertising of alcoholic liquors in 
Interstate Commerce. 
XIV. TELECASTING 
WHEREAS, telecasting, employing both the 
aural and visual approaches, constitutes a 
marvelous new medium of communications 
which holds tremendous promise for the 
future; and 
, it is vitally important that the 
Christian churches of America utilize tele- 
vision to the fullest for the proclamation of 
the full, — and final gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ; and 
Christian groups must make 
their influence felt in maintaining the highest 
possible standards of television programming; 
therefore, be it 
RESOLVED, that the National Association of 
Evangelicals, in convention assembled at In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, deplore the breaches of 
Christian principles of accepted Bible mor- 
ality and good taste, into which certain tele- 
vision programs have fallen;and be it 
THER RESOLVED, that we commend 
the Federal Communications Commissions’ 
Chairman, Wayne Coy, for his courageous and 
valiant and far-visioned effort to elevate the 
standards of television programming; and we 
urge upon the entire radio-visual field adher- 
ence to these high ideals. 


XV. USE OF MAILS 


WHEREAS, there are suggested bills before 
the House Judiciary Committee which would 
make it a criminal offence to send through 
the mails material criticizing any race, creed, 
or religion; and 

WHEREAS, these bills, and other such bills, 
based upon a distorted sense of brotherhood, 
may well be putting differences of race and 
religion into the minds of those who never 
thought of it before, rather than erasing from 
the minds of the unprejudiced the desire to 
condemn; be it, therefore, 

RESOL , that the National Association 
of Evangelicals, although deploring material 
which holds up any race, creed, or religion to 
ridicule, opposes the passage of such bills. It 
does, however, favor the banning of the use 
of the mail to any unsavory material. 


XVI. RESOLUTION ON WORLD FEDERATION 


WHEREAS, the National Association of 
Evangelicals feels that the vague proposals for 
world federation and world government are in- 
vitations to disaster for our national sover- 
eignty, that they open the way for word social- 
ism and world dictatorship, we urge our 
nation’s legislators to reject all such moves. 


XVII. RESOLUTION ON DECLARATION OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS 


Be it resolved that the National Association 
of Evangelicals urges the revision of the United 
Nation’s Declaration of Human Rights, not be- 
cause we do not favor basic freedoms for all 
mankind, but because those basic rights and 
freedoms are presented in this particular docu- 
ment as man’s due reward for his goodness, 
whereas we consider them bounties from God 
to His creatures. 

XVIII. THE WORLD CALENDAR 


The National Association of Evangelicals 
wishes to go on record as opposed to any 
change in our calendar which would give us 
one or more eight-day weeks during any year, 
such as is now in the World Calendar as 
purposed in the Congress of the United States 
and in the Economic and Social Council of 
the United Nations. 


XIX. TRIBUTE TO NAE STAFF 


We desire to call the attention of this Con- 
vention of the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals to the faithful services rendered by 
all members of the Association’s staff. Not 
only have these devoted workers performed 
their duties with unsurpassed zeal and ef- 
ficiency, but they have labored at their many 
tasks without regard to limiting the hours = 
work, often es it necessary to use 
normal periods of rest to do all that t had to 
be done. In addition, they have frequently had 
to wait for their compensation, owing to 
limited funds in the treasury. 

We, therefore, feel that a tribute from us is 
due to them for their fidelity and Christian 


consecration. Therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, that this Convention place on 
record its warm appreciation of the mem- 
bers of the staff of our Association. We ex- 
press to them our gratitude, assuring them of 
our constant support and our prayers. May 
God give to our officers and the staff the en- 
duement of wisdom and grace which their 
heavy responsibilities require.
